People Are Held In Check By The Mounted 


Troops Of The "Little Father." 


PARIS COMMUNE IS RE-ENACTED 


In Warsaw And Modz The Streets- Are Barricaded, Bombs 


Are Being Thrown' and Citizens Shot 


Down By Hundreds.

Lodz, June 27.—Order has been tem- 


porarily restored and the situation ap- 
pears improved today. At Widzeno, 
a station near here, today a drunken 
officer ordered the Cossacks to fire on 
a train-load of passengers. Two vol- 
leys were fired, but only one passen- 
ger—a woman—was wounded. 


At Warsaw 


Warsaw, June 27.—The situation is 


becoming more critical. 
The police 


are terror-stricken, making no ef- 
forts- to preserve order. Further riot- 
ing is expected. 
The Cossacks are 


patrolling the streets. In- the distur- 
bances yesterday one man was lulled 
and twenty-five injured. The^arrests 
numbered G72. 


In "Warsaw and Lodz the scenes or 


the red days, of the Paris commune 
are being enacted. 
Streets are barri- 


caded, bombs are -being thrown, peo- 
ple are being shot down. 


Already at Lodz 343 Jews and 21? 


Christians have been killed by the 
Cossacks. It is known that the wound- 
ed number more than 700. How many 
were killed and wounded andi the facts 
concealed is not known. 


The Caucasus is aflame with an in- 


surrection on a big scale. The Mussul- 
men are actually besieging the Ar- 
menians in some of the towns. Peas- 
ant . uprisings also have recurred in 
several provinces, notably Kharkoff, 
where the estates of„ half a dozen no- 
bles have been burned, and where the 
workmen resisted Cossacks with arms, 
wounding several of the soldiers. 


Rebel Flags Are Unfurled. 


The. military authorities do not con- 


ceal their alarm over the •••wide area 
covered by the insurrection. The situ- 
ation Is summarized; in dispatches re- 
ceived from the points named: 


Warsaw—City under martial law; 


streets barricaded; all workmen on 
strike; all business suspended; many 
•wounded in street fights. 


Lodz—State of siege 
proclaimed; 


20.000 Jews left city; twelve persons 
killed by Cossacks; business 
at 
a 


standstill; one regiment of .troops re- 
fused to fire on people.' 


Czenstochowa—A bomb was thrown 


at a carriage occupied by the chief of 
police, K. M. Pavoloff. The chief and 
seven other persons were seriously 
wounded. 


Attack the Police Station. 


Kovno—A mob of a thousand per- 


sons attacked the police station and 
the governor general's palace. All the 
windows were broken before the riot- 
ers were overpowered by the police. 
Five policemen were wounded. A de- 
tachment of dragoons dispersed the 
, rioters. 


Starista—Revolutionists are scatter- 


ing, proclamations 
broadcast 
among 


the peasantry"calling on them, to rise. 
The proclamations are signed with 
the name'Of Father Gopon, but his 
name is believed- to have been forged. 


Rostoff-on-Don—The police discov- 


ered that large quantities of arms and 
ammunition have been purchased here 
and shipped to the Caucasus. 


Chenstohoff— A bomb was thrown in- 


to the police station. It wounded sev- 
eral policemen and broke all the win- 
dows for blocks- around the station. 


Saratoff—Troops we're hurriedly dis- 


jpatched to three districts to suppress 
agrarian disturbances. 


Minsk—The peasant disturbances In 


this vicinity are spreading. 


Urge People to Act. 


Ekaterinos-lav—A 
semi-panic 
was 


created by the distribution of procla- 
mations calling on the people to fight 
against treason, and fears are ex- 
pressed / that the lowest classes of the 
people are being incited by the police 
against the educated classes. 


Balashoff—The town council adopt- 


ed a resolution demanding the aboli- 
tion of police dictatorship conferred on 
Gen. Trepoit and the immediate re- 
moval of all ministers hostile to the 
reform rescript of March 3. 


Byelostok—The workmen presented 


a demand for the opening of all sus- 
pended factories and the immediate 
satisfaction of all grievances, under a 
threat of bloodshed.

Jewish 


members of the douma resigned as a 
protest against the attitude of the au- 
thorities. 


Knlish—The population was thrown 


Into a state-of panic by a sudden vol- 
ley of revolver" shots in the center of 
the city' and by "red nag" demonstra- 
tions. The-people fled to their homes 
and the shops were closed. The inani- 
festants dispersed on the arrival of 
patrols.

YAQUI INDIANS ARE 


ON THE RAMPAGE 


Party of American Miners Has Gone 


to Aid the Planters Who 


Are Besieged.

Tucson, Ariz., June 27.—News 
has 


reached here that twelve ranchers 
and several women and children were 
murdered by a band of a hundred Ya- 
qui Indians, who have been raiding 
the Ayres district of Sonora, Mex. 
The ranchers made a stand at the 
Buenos Ayres ranch where they were 
aided by thirty employes and succeed- 
ed in repulsing the attack of the In- 
dians. Jesus Ortondo, the proprietor 
of the ranch,'his brother, Francisco, 
and Luis Carransa. proprietor of an 
adjoining; ranch, died of their wounds. 
Twenty "Indians were killed. Five of 
the' .Yaquls were captured near the 
scene and hanged. A party composed 
of American mining men has gone 
to the rescue of the unfortunates.

Out of 1,400 who 
had a vote.-only five of the men who 
have been out of work for over1 eleven 
weeks were ready to accept a settle- 
ment of the strike .on the employers' 
terms. 


The express wagon drivers scorned 


the peace proposal, refusing to enter- 
tain it long enough to permit its ex- 
planation by its sponsors- from the 
Teamsters' Joint Council. While the 
department store drivers allowed the 
proposition to come to a vote they 
buried it beneath an avalanche of sen- 
timent in favor of the continuance of 
the struggle. 


March Through the Streets.

The strike fever broke into demon- 


strations several times during the 
night. As a climax to the enthusiasm 
300 of the striking State street driv- 
ers marched in a body.1 to Bricklayers' 
ball from their own meeting place. 
Bursting into the express 
drivers' 


meeting they took the proceedings" by 
storm. 


Incidentally, President Shea spent a 


few hours of triumph. He was visi- 
bly affected by the overwhelming vote 
In support of his policy. Shea himselt 
took little part in the conduct of the 
balloting. 


While the question of going back to 


work was hanging in the balance Shea 
lay ID his room in the Briggs house 
asleep. 
When some one informed 


him of the news he remarked: 


"I thought it would'be that way."

CHICAGO MOURNS 


DEATH OF STEWART 


Prominent Business, Man and Lead- 


ing Republican Politician 


Passes Away.

PROHIBITS SPRING OUCK HUNT- 


ING IN STATE. 


LAWS 
ARE NOW UNIFORM 
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Fishinp Season Made to Conform in 


Various Counties—Valu- 


able Hints. 


Quite important legislation in the 


interest of sportsmen -was accomplish- 
ed'at this session of the legislature, 
and for it much of the credit is clue 
to Senator Wipperman of Grand Rap- 
ids, chairman of the fish'and game 
committee: An effort which was quite 
successful was made to make 
the 


fish and game laws more practicable 
and uniform, and in particular • to 
have them conform to the laws of 
other neighboring states, that 
the 


states and their game wardens might 
work in harmony for the protection 
of the fish -and -game. A uniform law 
was passed with reference to the tak- 
ing o£ fish so that some of the lakes 
to .which special legislation -has ap- 
plied' might-be made to conform to 
conditions on other neighboring lakes. 
For instance, in Dans county, the sea- 
son, for fishing used to open May 10 
and now it is made May 25, like the 
rest of the state. 


. Is Prohibited ' 


The spring shooting of .ducks Is pro 


nibked, which.is cpBidered.by sports- 
men everywhere • an important piece 
of legislation and is especially satis 
factory to them. For years the state 
has been stocking the great lakes at 
some points and now that work is 
turned over to the government, inas 
much as the'fish thus planted rarely 
are caught by inhabitants of Wiscon 
Bin, but usually by those of 
other 
states. 
An agreement has 
been 


reached with other states which tends 
to make the fish-and game laws-con 
form and boundary lines have been 
fixed in some places so that1 game 
wardens may not interfere or have a 
conflict of authority.

KEEP WITHIN LAW 


Mayor Hutchlnson. Asks for 
Invest!- 


eation of Complaints That They 
" Are Soiling-Liquor a's Beverage. 
Next Monday evening the city coun 


ell will meet in adjourned session to 
take action on the applications for 
saloon licenses for the coming year.. 
Mayor Hutcbinson made, a brief ad- 
dress last evening in which he ad- 
monished the license committee to 
carefully examine all o'f these appli- 
cations and grant the privileges to 
such persons and in such places that 
the law might not be violated. 
He 


:also made particular reference to the 
drug-stores, stating that his attention 
had been called to»the fact that they 
were selling liquor at retail under 
pharmacy permits .in violation of-the 
law. 
This regulation he -quoted 
in 


part as follows:, 
"Every town and village board and 


every common council may, upon: writ- 
ten 
application 
therefor, ' grant to 


such registered pharmacists as they 
deem proper, permits to sell within 
their respective town, villages or cit- 
ies strong spirituous -and ardent liq- 
uors in quantities in less than one 
gallon for, medicinal, mechalcal 
or 


scientific purposes and not to 
be 


•drunk on the premises." 


The annual license fee exacted from 


pharmacists for the sale of liquor 
amounts to ?10, while saloons are 
compelled to pay $500. Obviously any 
competition between 'the two, brought 
to pass by the sale of the various al- 
coholic commodities by the drug-stores 
as beverages, is unfair to the saloon 
men as well as contrary to law. If, 
as a matter of fact, such infringe- 
ments do occur, His .Honor called up- 
•on the council .to put an end to them 
and - requested that 
the 
complaints 


made by -the saloon-men, against the 
druggists be carefully -investigated.

The Insects Feed by Suckinr Sap— 
J 
Will Hatch Out About the 


:! 
First of Ju!y. 


'Frederick Cranfiehl, 
secretary 
of 


the Wisconsin Horticultural 
society, 


in an interview appearing in the Mad- 
ison Democrat, say.s of the pest which 


• 
destroys maple trees and has appear- 
ed here: 


"The cottony masses so plentiful on 


soft maple trees in Madison at the 
present time arc ess masses of the 
cottony maple scale, an insect that 
lias caused extensive 
damage 
in 


\Vuukesha, Fort Atkinson and other 
.places. 
In the cities mentioned it 


has destroyed many of the soft maple 
trees and is in a fair way to do so in 
Madison. About July 1 the 'egg will 
hatch and the young' scale 
insects 


spread over the tree rapidly for a 
liriie. later settling on the leaves and 
twigs. Here they insert their beaks 
and begin to suck the sap, soon be- 
coming covered with a waxy \secre-. 
tion which is impervious to water or 
any spraying mixture which may be 
used with safety' upon the tree. From 
this it may be seen that the only 
time in which, it is open to attack by 
spraying is during the very first per- 
iod of its existence, three to five days 
after hatching. 


"The insect feeds, as stated above, 


by sucking the sap and cannot there- 
fore be destroyed, by spraying 
the 


foliage with poisoned water; it is nec- 
essary to cover the insects Vith an 
oily, soapy or caustic substance. Ker- 
osene emulsion is commonly employ- 
ed for this kind of spraying. 
It con- 


sists of a combination of kerosene 
and soap in water. Small trees may 
bo treated successfully but in the case 
of the 50-year old specimens in Mad- 
ison it is practically impossible to 
spray them "thoroughly enough to be 
effective. 
If observed in time when 


.but a few twigs are affected these 
may be cut off and burned. 


"The insect, like many, olheri-. jip-- 


pears in cycles, 
Reports show iliat 


about 25, years ago the soft maple 
trees in Janesville, Rockford, and oth- 
er places were destroyed 
by 
this 


scale. In time it wiJl meet its natural 
enemies and disappear. In the mean- 
time many of the soft maples will be 


. killed which will not be an unmixed 


evy as the soft maple is. next to the 
box older, the least desirable of trees 
for lawn or street planting. A hard
